They will be strongly 
urged upon all sides, They will 
cut a sorry figure before their 
constituents when compelicd to say: 
„We believe in home rule, but although the 


Prime Minister declared the second reading of | 


his bill would only amount to an affirmation of 
the principle, we voted against him.’’ This 
cogent argument is the last straw of hope. 
Karl Spencer, Mr. Morley and, indeed, 
almost all the cabinet strongly ad- 
vocate no further surrender whatever. 
Chamberlain himselt is exultant, and is walk- 
ing with a smile towards a victory which 
will prove more disastrous for his future than 
any defeat he could possibly have suffered, 
If he dcfeate Gladstone after the 
tone he has taken the Liberal con- 
stituencies will never forgive him.

“GENTLEMAN,” 

In New York, in publishing the list of 
the members of the Grand-jury, it is the 
custom to name the occupation of each 
member. In the list recently published 
six jurors are put down as gentlemen,“ 
while the rest appear as engaged in vari- 
ous familiar occupations. We are thus 
left to the inference that the word gentle- 
man, when applied to a member of a New 
York Grand-jury, means, either that he 
has no occupation at all, or that he is en- 
gaged in some novel business not yet de- 


termined and classified. 


It would bean odd classification in which 
the term ‘‘gentleman’’ should be found 
applied as a distinguishing appellation to 
any man with no trade or occupation. 
Such a definition of the word would estab- 
lish the County Jail or the Work-house 


as frequently the goal and reward of gen- 


tility under our existing laws. It is clear, 
then, that it is too sweeping to pronounce 
every man without an occupation a gen- 
tleman. Such aview of the subject would 
make conspicuous gentlemen of our loaf- 
ers, tramps, anarchists and Socialists. 
This requires a severe sifting of the ma- 
terial at hand, and if a gentleman 
is a professional idler, it must mean & par- 
ticular sort of idler, and by still further 
chasing the caveted but illusive definition 
we are finally able to state that a gentle- 
man is a professional idler with enough 
money te keep him out of the Work- 
house, and in some cases to enable him 
to sbine in society, and perhaps to 
lead the german. Such appears to be the 
idea of a gentleman as it exists in the 
mind of the person who makes out the list 
of the New York Grand-jurors. 

The word gentleman used to beapplied in 
England as a convenient term to distin- 
guisk a person of gentle birth, according 
to the English view of gentility. In a 
barber’s shop the term is applied indis- 
criminately to all patrons of the shop who 
are not women, It is frequently used in a 
more restricted sense to designate a man 
who is not deficient in character, civility, 
manners and integrity. This is a very 
common and widely accepted meaning of 
the word gentleman. But it's running 
rough-shod over standard lexicons and 
the best usage to define a gentleman asa 
professional idler, whether he be a tramp 
or a millionaire.

Missouri Congressmen represent a State 
whose laws suppress the oleomargarine 
trade as an outrage upon public health

tricks of trade into Missouri at Kansas 
City, and having been beaten in the 
State Courts took their case into the United 
States Courts and were beaten there. And 
now, not satisfied with evading and viola- 
ting the laws of this State by carrying 
on an illicit trade and palming off 
on her people as butter a counterfeit com- 
pound, with the aid and assistance of 
Kansas City’s business men, they have the 
impudence to call on Missouri Congress- 
men to defend this fraud and fight in Con- 
gress for an organized rebellion against 
the laws of their State. 

From caldrons in which grease is ex- 
tracted from dead horses, cows, dogs, hogs 
and cats, they produce a fatty substance 
which, when moulded, wrapped in linen 
and stamped “best creamery,” is put on 
the market and sold for pure butter, 
although repeated investigations have 
proved it to be only a mixture of pure 
butter with a mass of lactic, boracic, 
salicylic, benzoic, nitric and butyric 
acids, modified with the oils of pea- 
nut, cotton seed, olive, butyrio ether, 
benne, mustard seed, sesame and sun- 
flower seed. As the rascally dealer 
can sell this unwholesome stuff at 
half the price of pure butter and make a 
much larger profit, the Kansas City Board 
of Trade boasts that it has inoreased the 
value of beef cattle from to S per head 
and of hogs from 50 cents to $1 per head 
already, The inference is that they ex- 
pect it eventually, if unmolested, to drive 
real butter out of the market and to in- 
crease still further the price of meat. 
But what the masses of mankind or the 
farming interest would gain from such a 
triumph of fraud, and such a cramming 
of the human stomach with noxious filth, 
has not yet been explained by any board 
of trade, 


BRITISH RAILWAY REGULATION. 


WHILE Congress is wrestling with the 
problem of inter-State railway regulation, 
u similar problem is troubling the British 
Parliament. There has been no stock- 
watering in Great Britain. Her interior 
lines of transportation are short as com- 
pared with ours, and never wander very 
far from the influence of competition with 
canal and coastwise navigation, More- 
over, the omnipotent Parliament’s undis- 
puted power to regulate has been exer- 
cised in 128 acts, fixing maximum charges, 
on 2,300 articles. Butit seems that these 
regulations are so conflicting and so easily 
evaded, that the outcry against unreas- 
onable discriminations and monopolies is 
louder in Great Britain than on this side 
ofthe ocean. ‘‘So chaotic, so secret, 60 
‘‘arbitrary are the charges of the compa- 
‘“nies,so dire is the discontent of the trad- 
‘ters, that it is imperative on Parliament 
‘*to insist on reform,“ says the London 
Spectator. The companies are of course 
resisting interference there as here, but 
the prospect is that Parliament will pass a 
bill giving the Board of Trade authority 
to revise the existing code of rates,to hear 
both sides of every complaint and to veto 
all unfair discriminations in railway 
charges. This will be much easier to do 
in Great Britain than here, where the cor- 
porations have fortified themselves with 
so many powerful monopolies, and wield 
a usurped power so mighty in building up 
and pulling down that they seem to have 
grown stronger than the people. Oneof 
the causes of the recent strikes might be 
found in the popular feeling against the 
domination of a stock-watering autocracy 
over all the interests of the country, but 
not one question in regard to the stock- 
watering and the violations of law by the 
Gould roads bas been asked by the Com- 
mittee which Congress sent out to investi- 
gate the railroad strike. 

For forty years Pennsylvania had a law 
taxing money atinterest, but the county 
authorities failed to assess the tax and en- 
force the law. The consequence was that 
nobody but a few honest people paid this 
tax, and it became at once a tax on 
honesty and a premium on dishonesty and 
evasion of law. The Legislature of 1885, 
however, 
tax collected, and henceforth the 
State will eitner draw a revenue of about 
$8,000,000 a year from the tax on money 
at interest, or the tax will be repealed. 
In either event the act of 1885 will do some 
good in the way of equalizing taxation. 
It provides effective machinery for the 
complete assessment of all money at in- 
terest when the dealings are between in- 
dividuals, and it requires corporations to 
deduct the State tax from interest y- 
ments to individual bondholders who are 
residents of the State. It compels every 
money-lender to face the penalty of per- 
jury if he fails to return to the Assessor 
every dollar on interest due him. The Su- 
preme Court of the State has overruldd 
all the constitutional objections to the im- 
position of such à tax, 
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AS THE polygamists are losing their hold 
on Utah, they are trying to impose them- 
selves on Idaho and establish a new 
stronghold in that Territory. The Grand- 
jury of the Third District Court in Idaho 
has recently found 14 indictments against 
polygamists, Whenever polygamy plants 
itself in a new region it should be stamped 
out while itis young and weak, Tne re- 
port ot the Grand-jury mentioned above 
states that the polygamists are making 
the most strenuous efforts to obstruct and 
thwart the legal measures taken against

individual interest by posing as champions 
of the old soldiers. Thus various improper 
pension bills have been introduced, and 
aspiring Congressmen have taxed their 
ingenuity to hunt up people who may be 
constituted the lawful recipients of pen- 
sions. The time has come when the peo- 
ple are disposed to rebuke this vote-hunt- 
ing activity in behalf of new pension bills 
and to appreciate the nerve and moral 
courage of those men who are willing to 
discriminate between such bills and to op- 
pose all undeserving ones,

KILLED AT CREVE CUB. 


A Faction Fight Results in the Shooting of 
James McCready by H. A. Stephens, Jr. 
Creve Cour Lake was the scene of a fatal 
quarrel yesterday afternoon between A. A. 
Stephens, Jr., and James McCready, aged 465 
years, the latter receiving a bullet in the abdo- 
men from a pistol in the hands of the former 
and living only afew minutes after the shot 
was fired. The killing was the outcome of a 
bitter faction fight. Stephens is the son of 


the manager of the Creve Cour Lake hotel, 
and is only 21 years of e. 
About 11:30 o lock 9 morning 
Charles Fortin, McCready and one or two 
others belonging to what is known as the rail 
road faction, between the members of which 
and the hotel men there has long existed a 
bitter enmity, came to the hotel, and Mc- 
Cready — an order fora boat, signed 
by Mr. Henry V. Lucas. Young Stephens said 
be could not let bim have the boat until the 
order had been indorsed by his father, and 
his refusal to let them have it 
immediately on the presentation of 
Mr. Lucas’ order caused a quarrel. 
During the dispute the bartender, a man 
named King, came out and endeavored to 
quiet the belligerentiyinclined McCready, but 
the latter struck at him with an oar which he 
had in his hand. Stephens then attempted to 
interfere, and when McUready again raised 
the oar for the purpose of dealing him 
a blow he fired two shots from a $2-calibre 
revolver. Stephens states that he fired the 
first shot in the air for the purpose of scaring 
McCready, and when the latter did not de- 
sist from his assault on him he fired 
the second shot directiy at bim. The second 
bullet entered McCready’s abdomen; the up- 
lifted oar fell from his hand and, reeling clear 
around, he fell at the feet of his slayer and 
expired in a very few minutes. McCready was 
a fisherman and arepairer of boats. He was 
very muscuiarly built, and noted for his stub- 
bornness in carrying out a purpose, no matter 
what opposition he met with. To 
this fact his death at the 
hands of Stephens is attributable. 
Stephens drove to Clayton — parmgeon. | after 
the shooting and gave himseif up to Sheriff 
Alien. He states that during the. past year 
their boats bave been sunk, oars stolen and 
other property made away with and he has 
suspected the Fortin gang of being the depre- 
dators, although he has never accused them 
openly. Last night a crowd of the murdered 
man’s friends gathered onthe bank of the 

ke and threatened to burn down the hotel. 

eriff Allen was notified, and he and two 
deputies set out on horseback while the storm 
was at its height for the scence of the threat- 
ened danger.

The Shameful Use of Lime and Alum in 
Cheap Baking Powders. 


Many food frauds, such as chicory coffee or 
watered milk, aithough they area swindie in 
a commercial sense, are often tolerated be- 
cause they do not particularly affect the heaith 
of the consumer, but when an articie like 
baking powder, that enters largely into the 
food of every family, and is relied upon for 
the healthful preparation of almost every 
meal, is so made as to carry highly injurious, 
if not rankly poisonous, elements into the 
bread, to the hnominent dan of the entire 
community, itis the duty of the press to de- 
nounce the practice in the most emphatic 
terme. 

Among recent important discoveries by the 
food aualyste ie that by Prof. Mott, the U. 8. 
Government Chemist, of large amounts of 
lime and alumin the cheap baking powders. 
These are one of the most dangerous, and the 
other the most useless, adulterante yet found 
in the low grade, inferior baking powders. 
It ie a startl ng fact that over one hundred 
different brands of baking powder so far anal- 

zed, comprising all those sold in the vicin- 
ty, not one of them, with the single exception 
Oi the Royal Baking Powder, was found free 
from both limeand alum. The chief service 
of lime is to add weignt. It is true that lime 
when subjected to heat, gives offa certain 
amount of carbonic acid gas, but a quick lime 
is left—a caustic so powerful that itis used by 
tanners to eat the hair from hides of animals,

A Prominent Citizen Gone, 
esterday afternoon Mr. George Blickhahn, 


LAST NIGHT'S RAINFALL. 


THE CITY DELUGED BY THE MOST DE- 
STRUCTIVE STORM ON RECORD. .

Nearly 100,000,000 Cubic Feet of Water 

Comes Down in Three Hours—Some of the 
Damage Done to Property—The Low Places 
Suffer Large Loss—Scenes in Vandeventer 
Place. 


The warning notice of last evening's storm, 
printed in yesterday’s Post-DISPATCH, was 
but fairly in the homes of ite readers when 
premonitory menaces of the storm's approach 
were had in the dark banks of clouds that ap- 
peared in the southwest and drove rapidly 
toward the north, shutting out the evening 
sun, and making it almost impossible to read 
good print, even at an open window. The 
clouds steadily rose until the entire heavens 


were obscured. 
THE RAINFALL. 


About 5 o’clock the rain began to fall ina 
light shower, that came 3 in an undecided 
manner until nearly 6 oOo“ dock, when the storm 
burst with a volume and fury that surpassed 
anything in the history of the city. It is 
estimated thatin three hours the amount of 


water that fell over the surface ares of the city 
was 91,998,720 cubic feet. The water came 
down in sheets that shut out the view like a 
heavy veil. Objects a half-block distant could 
not be even faintly distinguished and it was 
impossible to tell whether a figure forty vards 
away was that of a man or woman. The terrif- 
ic fallsoon choked the sewers and filled the 
gutters. The water climbed to the levelfof the 
curb and spread over the pavements in little 
lakes and rushing rivers. For a few moments 
the wind increased to a velocity of sixty miles 
an hour, carrying the fulling water with it 
in very masses and forcing that in the street 
with a pressure that burst sewer pipes and 
weak foundations. At the signal station in 
the Custom-house the rain forced its way into 
the dome and the observations were tuken 
with the greatest dificulty. Between the time 
4:68, when the light rain 1 and 8:30 p. m. 
the gauge showed a fall of 8.33 inches. For 
the Fal hour that the storm was at its fur 
the rainfall was greater than the recorde 
maximum of all the Middle, West and South. 

The effect of the storm was most immediate 
on the street cars. The water flooded the 
engine rooms of the power-house of the cable 
road, putting out tne fires and stopping every 
car ou the line in a few moments. n many or 
the horse carlines the water in the streets 
came over the floors, forcing the passengers to 
stand on the seats. All of the travel was de- 
layed and all such considerations as card time 
were abandored. On South Fourth street 
near Chouteau avenue the cars were com- 
pletely — 27 The Vandeventer extension 
of the Washington avenue line was run with 
great corey! and finally stopped. The 
stables of the Franklin avenue line were sub- 
merged for atime, and a portion of the Papin 
avenue extension was washed away. A por- 
tion of the road-bed of the Narrow Gauge rail- 
road near Sarah street was washed out so that 
it was unsafe for the trains to pass. 

„ THE DAMAGE TO PROPERTY 

is difficult to estimate. Many of the dwellings 
in which serious loss was sustained will never 
be reported. Among the poorer houses there 
were but few that did not have some slight 
leak forced by the heavy pressure of the rain. 
In many the plastering fell from the ceilings 
and wails, ruining the carpets and furniture. 
In others the cellars were overflowed and the 
foundations damawed and placed in danger.

Joseph Oberly, a bake? at Thirteenth and 
Cass avenue, lost $100 worth of floor by the 
flooding of his cellar. 

Thos. Payton, at the same intersecting 
streets, had his place flooded and was dam- 
aged $50 worth.

Flooded cellars damaged the buildings at 
Broadway and Chambers to the extent of 
about $100. 

A slight cave in the sidewalk in front of the 
new building on Olive, between Twelfth and 
Thirteenth is reported. 

IN THE SUBURBS 

the damage was most extensive. Vandeventer 
avenue isin a valley formed by two ames 
about half a mile apart, and acts as a drain for 
the section. The sewersoon choked up and 
water began to gather in a little lake covering 
the highest pointin the street by fully a foot. 
The water continued to rise un- 
til it reached the bottom the 
letter boxes. At the corner of Delmar and 
Vandeventer avenues it was nearly five feet 
deep and 10 yards in width. Cellars were 
flooded. and in some instances the first floors 
were overflowed. Aspring wagon was lifted 
from the ground and floated from Washington 
avenue to Morgan street. Wooden sidewalks 
were lifted from their moorings and went 
floating about like rafts. The loss of property 
in the vicinity was very great. Four stabies 
near Vandeventer and Finney were under- 
mined and fell in. 

A row of stores in process of erection near 
Morgan street had their foundation under- 
mined, and the partitions, which were buiit to 
the first floor, destroyed. The rafters were 
left floating in the cellar. 

At Sterling’s brick yard over $1,000 worth of 
unbaked bricks were destroyed. 

Charies Reinbart, manufacturer of cigars at 
1927 Market, lost 1,000 pounds of leaf tobacco 
by the cellar flooding. 

Aug. Gisler, baker at 1939 Market, lost $600 in 
flour, sugar and „ by water in the cellar. 

The number of family residences that suf-

A NEW-FASHIONED LEFT-HANDED DRIVE 
IN VOGUE WITH SLUGGERS. : 


Fistic Chalienges Not Written on Pink-Tinted 
Paper—The Burke-Mitchell Fight at Chicago 
—Arthur Chambers and His Carrier Pigeons 


Special Correspondence of the PosT-DISPATCH. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 14, 1886.—Mitchell had 
decidedly the best of Burke in their last go at 
Chicago.

When men are as 
evenly matched as Mitchell and Burke, eight 
or ten-round glove fights are very unsatis- 
factory affairs.’’ 

Mitchell appears to be afraid of Jack Demp- 
sey. His objecting to Jack's challenging him 
publicly to afight toafinish, onthe ground 
that it was ungentlemanly, is iaughable. 

FISTIC CHALLENGES 
are seldom written on perfumed paper with 
violet ink. In the palmy days of the ring, 
„challenging the winner“! was one of the 
common ways of making new matches. It 
certainly showed that Dempsey meant busi- 
ness. I still think that Dempsey had better 
stick to the middle-weights and leave men 
Uke Mitchell and McCaffrey alone, but the fact 
remains that he has frequently shaken a fight 
at both of them and gradually I am being 
forced to think, by their non-acceptance of his 
offers, that they look upon beating him as 
anything but ‘‘a sure thing.’’ I have no 
doubt that either of them would jump ata 
chance of going against him fora stated num- 
ber of rounds but Jack sensibly won't have it 
that way and when it comes to goingto aring 
inthe morning, dinner Kettle in hand and 
knowing there is no leaving it until one or

STOVE UP HANDS. 

There is hardly a — in the country 
of two years’ expe and any reputation 
with a good r of hands.

‘*‘Nowadays you knock a man out Dy a shock. 
You catch him bang on the jugular or as near 
the point of the jaw ag possible. This is best 
done with aswinging hit. Your opponent is 
constantly on the aiert, knowing what your 
game is, and nine times out of ten if he can’t 
et away from your biow, altogether, he ducks 
orward or do n, and gives you the back or 
top of his nut for your knuckles to strike 
against. Now when a two-ounce glove is

s very little padding left over the knuckles 
and when they strike a good hard skull I'll 
tell you it makes them tinkle. My hand now 
is 80 sore that I can hardly bear to touch it. I 
would sooner have it broken square across 
than to have my knuckles driven up. It 
would knit and get better sooner than a bad 
knuckle hurt, for it seems to affect the leaders 
of your hand.’’ 
THE LEFT-HAND DRIVE. 

‘*When Fogarty came to his chair after his 
third round with Joe IIlingsworth, he said:

A COMPANY OF FIRE-EATERS DRILLING 
WITH RIFLES IN BROOKLYN. 


The Discovery Made by a Post-Dispatch Cor 
respondent — Drills and Meetings Every 
Wednesday Evening —Efforts to Induce 
Strikers to Join the Rifle Clubs. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPaTcu. 

NEw YORK, May 15.—There is a company of 
forty-five anarchists who meet every Wednes- 
day evening in Brooklyn to drill with rifles. 
They are connected with the New York Work- 
ingmen’s Rifle Club, whose doings were re- 
ported in yesterday’s WORLD.

' BY THE AMERICAN OPERA COMPANY. 


The Work of the Week in Opera—An Enter- 
prise That Presents Marked Differences to 
Others of the Same Kind—Theodore Thomas 
and His Orchestra—Bartley Campbell to Be 
Sent to the Insane Asylum—Local At- 
tractions—Coulisse Chat. 


With the performance of Nicolai’s tuneful 
„Merry Wives’’ last night five operas have 
been presented by the American Opera Com- 
puny of the seven promised, and it is gratify- 
ing to be able to state for once at least that 
every promise has been kept. 

It has been the custom of impresarios to pro- 
duce a repertoire of operas in New York with 
fine companies, full choruses and adequate 
scenery and mounting; then cutting 
every possible expense to travel light-weight 
through the country with attenuated chorus, a 
few chunks of scenery which can be carried in 
a hand satchel and as small a number of good 
artists as can give the repertoire. With this 
outfit the dollars of the barbarian West have 
been gathered in by the thousands. Operatic 
performances have been too often marred by 
tawdryness, unsufficient choruses and musi- 
cians, and uneven casts. The name of one fine 
artist on the programme has been regarded as 


sufficient to cover a multitude of sins.

POOR BARTLEY CAMPBELL. 


The Brilliant Playwright a Mental and Phys- 
ical Wreck—An Insolvent Estate. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

NEW Tonk, May 15.—Application will be 
made to-day before Judge Donahue in the 
special term of the Supreme Court, for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to inquire into the 
sanity of Bartley Campbell, the playwright. 
There is said to be no longer any doubt that he 
is hopelessly insane. He is still in Bellevue 
Hospital, whither he was removed Thursday 
by order of Justice White on complaint of 


Wenthbrop Parker, as counsel for Mrs. Camp- 
bell. For a year and a half Campbell has ex- 
hibited symptoms of an unsound mind. His 
wife has frequentiy been urged to 
have bim placed in an asylum or 
some private retreat but has been 
loath to take such a step, hoping that her hus- 
band’s condition might improve. Mrs. Camp- 
bell has been blamed for not acting more 
promptiy, butshe has been so sorely tried 
that she is afraid to rely on her own judgment. 
Mostof Mr. Campbeli’s business complica- 
tions are attributable to his incapacity to 
manage his own affairs. A year or more ago, 
in addition toa bank account of $21,000 he had 
other property and other sources of income 
that made him independent. Last summer he 
went to Europe andis believed to have taken 
with him a considerable sum of money which, 
it is alleged, was wasted. This, in addition to 
asum he is said to have lost in a business 
arrangement, seriously embarrassed him. He 
has always been regarded as eccentric 
and his business habits were careless. He did 
not take proper care of his money and kept 
records of few, if any, of his transactions. 
Many things contributed to bring about his 
present condition. Worriment over losses 
and constant work without proper rest tended 
to undermine his health. He grew from bad 
to worse, until he wore out and broke down. 
His irregular habits are considered by some 
to have hastened the collapse of both body 
and mind. After his removal to the insane 
pavilion at Bellevue Hospital he spoke freely 
to Dr. Wildman, his attending physician. 

They think I am insane, he said, but 
those who believe such things are far more 
crazy than Jam. I shall stay with you only a 
day or two, and then everybody will see that 
Jam allright. It's all a mistake bringing me 
here, but I don’t blame anybody. 

Mr. Campbell is suffering from dementia, 
but is perfectly quiet, easy and contented,’ 
said Dr. Wildman to the PoOST-DISPATCH cor- 
respondent last evening. ‘‘This very con- 
tentmentisabad sign, for while he knows 
— 0 well where he is and why he was 

rought to the hospital, he does not regard 
the restraint as anything of consequence. His 
dementia is one of the worst forms of insan- 
ity, and indicates softening of the brain. He 
is completely shattered, but he may keep up 
for some weeks, but sooner or later 

‘*HE WILL GO ALL TO PIBCES. 

There is no question about that, nor about 
his iusanity. Physically and mentally he is a 
wreck, just as poor John McCullough was. He 
spends most of his time drawing pictures and 
making caricatures. He suffers from 
hallucinations and imagines that angels sur- 
round him and that he is in communication 
with spirits. At times he experiences exaita- 
tion of mind, and tells ef the numerous 
troupes he will send out next year, and the 
plays he will write. Ido not think he will be- 
come intractable, but will remain as now, 
quiet and as gentle as a child.“ 

Similar vagaries to those he how experiences 
have had possession of Mr. Campbeil’s mind 
for months. Several months ago a prominent 
physician who was consulted unknown to the 
deinented man, watched him closely for some 
time. He stated then that he detected in the 
drawings which he occupied himself with 
signs of approaching lunacy. Mr. Camp. 
bell, for a long time, labored 
under the impression that he was in communi- 
cation with Shakspeare’s spirit. Fears were 
expressed that his ordinarily peaceable con- 
dition might not continue, if he was permitted 
to go about without restraint. few in- 
stances are stated where those who came in 
contact with him were fearful lest he might do 
violence to them. Itis said that during the 
matinee performance at the Fourteenth Street 
Theater, a week ago last Wednesday night, 
while the Effie Elisier eee wee playing 
Woman against Woman, r. Campbel 
went up into the fly loft, a place he had pro- 
bably never visited before. He brought down 
with him a long pole, which he proceeded to 
chopinto kindling wood. Tiring of this he 
took up a big chunk and paced back and forth 
the passage way, like a caged lion. 

Winthrop Parker, Mrs. Campbell’s lawyer, 
esterday said: Mr. Campbell's affairs are 
na very bad shape, andI doubt if his family 

will realize anything from his estate. If he 
was in good health and had time, undoubtediy 
he could pay every dollar he owes and have a 
handsome balance. But as everything is in 
the hands of a receiver, whose hands are tied 
by two injunctions, a good many sacrifices 
must be made. 

It is understood that Mrs. Campbell is far 
from being well provided for. All that she 
has is a small place on Staten Island that yields 
a small income, but by no means suflicient to 
support her. She has two boys, 15 and 17 
— old. Already there is some talk of a 

enefit being arranged for the family, anda 
number of Mr. Campbeil’s professional 
friends have expressed a willingness to do 
what they can to make it a success.

THE LAW OF . PILOTAGE. 


An Important Case Decided by the Admi- 
ralty Court at Wilmington, Del. 


WILMINGTON, Del., May 15.—Judge Wates, in 
the United States Admiralty Court yesterday 
morning, rendered an important decision af- 
fecting tbe validity of Delaware's pilot laws 
and of much interest to ship owners. The 
case involved the legality of the act ofthe 
Legislature making it mandatory upon the 
masters of vessels entering the Delaware Bay 
to employ the first pilot offering his services. 
The English steamship South Cambria, en 


route from Cuba to Philadelphia, was 
spoken by John 8. Rowland, a Delaware pilot, 
who proffered his services. They were re- 
fused as the captain averred he was instructed 
to employ pees) ogee pilot, inasmuch as 
their services could be procured for $26 less 
thau the fees of pilots holding Delaware licen- 
ses. The captain afterwards employed a Penn- 
sytvania pilot, and Rowland began libel 
against the vessel to recover the fee which 
would have been charged had the service been 
erformed. The case was argued by the lead- 
ng admiralty lawyers of Philadelphia and 
this city, and the court, in a lengthy opinion, 
dismissed the libel and held the respondents 
for costs. he Judge,in his decision, said 
that the act of the Assembly of Delaware, 
passed April 5, 1881, regulating pilotege and 
pilots in Delaware Bay and River, which pro- 
vides ‘‘that the pilot who shall first offer him- 
self to any inward- bound ship or vessel shall be 
entitled to take charge thereof, is in conflict 
with the act of Congress of March 2, 1837, which 
enacts that ‘‘the master of any vessel coming 
into or going out of any port situate upon wa- 
ters which are the boundary between two 
States may employ any pilot duly licensed or 
authorized by the laws of either of the States 
bounded on such waters to pilot the vessel to 
or from such port;’’ that the States have con- 
current powers with Congress to enact pilot- 
age laws until the latter takes conclusive con- 
trol, but the laws of Congress, when there is a 
conflict, are paramount. There has been-a 
contest over this point since the passage of 
the legislative act of 1881, vessel Owners unit- 
ing with the Pennsylvania pilots to nullify the 
law.

It is well that we should be reminded from 
time to time that there have been good and 
great women inthe world. We need the re- 
minder in this nineteenth century, and per- 
haps we need itin America rather more than 
in most countries. For whatever this country 
may have done in the creation of heroes 
of the sterner sex, it cannot be said with 
any semblance of truth that the list of her 

male heroines is either very lengthy or very 

lendid. With the sole exception of Grace 
Darling (who certainly was a brilliant excep- 
tion) we can scarcely point to an American 
woman who has helped to glorify the land of 
her birth by any exceptional heroism. 

It is rather curious when we come to think of 
it, that America should have passed 
through all the throes of a fight 
for her national freedom and an inter- 
nal revolution without producing a single 
heroine whose name will echo down the ages 
with anything like the deathless fame that 
gilds the history of earlier heroines of war 
time, and it is to be feared that the female ele- 
mentof the America of to-day is notof the 
stuff from which heroines spring. It is 
well, therefore, that we should not be 
allowed to forget that notable women 
have lived and will live again; while 
the more it is impressed upon our 
American girls that without true goodness 
there is no heroism, the greater is the chance 
that some day another Grace Darling, 
another Jeanne D’Arc, or another Elizabeth 
Fry or Florence Nightingale will raise Amer- 
ican womanhood to its true place in the an- 
nals of posterity. 

Of all the countries of Christendom, France 
probably stands first in the matter of famous 
women., Her long list of heroines, famous in 
war, in politics, in diplomacy, in love, many— 
indeed most of them—have yielded up their 
lives for the cause they defended, the woman 
whose life is before us being no excep- 
tion to the rule. She does not stand 
in the highest ranks of heroism, Grace 
Darling being immeasurably ber superior, 
but she was a woman who lived before her 
time in the stirring years of and before the 
French Revolution, and yielded her life for 
the cause of the liberty now almost universal ; 
she had the advantage of Grace Darling in one 
respect—in that her whole life was devoted to 
one cause in which she never flinched, even in 
the face of death itself, whereas the noble 
work of the latter was the outcome only of 
one hour of high spiritual tension, the flavor 
of champagne drunk in the first moments of 
exhilarating effervescence. 

Mme. Roland, nee Marie Jeanne Philpon, 
usually called Manon! by her parents and 
intimates, was born in Parise, March 17, 1754. 
She was just the same age as Louis XVI, and 
about a year older than Marie Antoinette. She 
was the only surviving child of a small shop- 
keeper, a chaserand worker in enamel, and 
Marguerite, his wife—the former far from an 
estimabie character, the latter his exact op- 
posite—a woman of the highest rectitude 
and of an almost saintly purity 
of life. It was to this latter 
that the future Mme. Roland owes 
the good principles and stirring rectitude that 
were ever her brightest jewels from the cot- 
tage to the court, from the honors of a salon 
to the shame of the guillotine. Asa child she 
exhibited the germs of those qualities which 
marked her course through life, for we learn 
that after being placed out to nurse, as is cus- 
tomary with French children, she was taken 
home at the age of 2, a thorough little rustic 
brimming over with health and spirits.’’ 


She was never taught to read, but had 
mastered that accomplishment at the mature 
age of 4, when, according to her, the chief 
business of her education might be regarded 
as finished, so assiduously did she thenceforth 
devote herself to study. Let her only have 
books and flowers, and she wanted nothing 
else. She was a thoughtful, affectionate child, 
lively without being boisterous, and easily 
amenable to reason; but however 
tractable, violence or threats made 
her proportionately obstinate. The severest 
punishment her mother ever found it neces- 
sary to inflict was to address her as Madem- 
oiselle,’’ accompanying the word by a certain 
look and inflection of voice. Not so her father. 
A man of hasty and violent temper, he some- 
times had recourse to physical chastisement, 
which never failed to raise a spirit of intense 
resistance in his daughter. 

She seems to have received but little direc- 
tion in her studies, which she pursued after 
her own ideas with such fervor that she would 
rise at ᷣ lu the morning and steal barefooted 
to her mother’s room where she would first 
prepare her lessons for the day with such ea- 
gerness that her progress took her masters by 
surprise. The work of the day done, she 
would enjoy herself after her own fashion, by 
unsatiable reading of all the books she could 
find, consisting chiefly of standard works, 
few in number, but of excellent quality. 

After having devoured all those belonging 
to her parents she came one day, while fer- 

ing about the house, on a fresh store which 
las her foralongtime. This happy find 
belonged to one ot ber father’s apprentices 
named Courson, who in the course of time be- 
came tutor tothe pages at Versailles. This 
studious young man always 
ce number of volumes 
little hiding lace ot his ow 
in her father’s atelier. Now this atelier ad- 
joined a good-sized room, resplendent with 
looki Glasses and pictures, where Manon 
was in the habit of doing her lessons. A re- 
cess on one side of the mantel-piece admitted 
of acloset be fenced off from the main 
room, furnis with bedatead, table, chair 
and a few shelves, which, till within a year of 
served her at once for

It is very, very few mortals that are 
permitted to enjoy a lifetime of either peace 
or misery. A wretched childhood and youth 
usually Heralds in a bright maturity and old 
age, while an unusually peaceful youth is us 
ually sent to prepare us for a stormy Nte.

The great trial of her early married life 
seems to have been the ‘‘mother-in-law,’’ 
upon which pathetic offshoot of modern civili- 
zation the author dwelis with such vigor that 
one cannot help suspecting she must, at some 
period of her life, have experienced a bond of 
union in this respect with the unfortunate 
Mme. Roland. She had her consolations, how- 
ever, in the close and ever closer sympathy 
which grew between her husband and herself, 
and in the ever fresh interest which she felt in 
her daughter Eudora, the only child she ever 
had. 

To follow Mme. Roland through her politi- 
cal career, which very shortly after her mar- 
riage became a part of the history of the French 
revolution, would, inthis connection be a mere 
waste of time and paper. The glowing colors 
in which it is stamped by the brilliant au- 
thor of the work before us require to be repro- 
duced as a whole upon the reader’s mind. We 
have followed her through childhood to 
womanhood, and oxtracted portions of the 
work sufficient to show how well and care- 
fully the subject has been considered, and how 
beautiful is the language and pathos with 
which it is reproduced. It now becomes 
the reader’s part, if any should wish to see 
more of it, to obtain the book from a library 
(where it may be had for the asking), or better 
still, to purchase it (which can be done for a 
dollar). Itisa history well worth knowing; 
it is a book well worth reading, and were we 
to attempt to followthe euthor further we 
should but destroy, by pulling in pieces, the 
work which the writer has been at so much 
pains to weld into one perfect whole.

BEAUTIFUL AUSTIN. 


A DESCRIPTION OF THE CAPITAL OF THE 
LONE STAR STATE. 


Features in Which It Is Not Surpassed by Any 
City in the Country—A Pen Sketch of Gov. 
Ireland—The State School for the Blind. 


Special Correspondence of the POST-DISPATCH. 
AUSTIN, Tex., May 12.—Now that your vaiua- 
ble paper is coming into such general favor, 
in the Lone Star State, and its circulation is on 
the rapid increase, our citizens feel an inter- 
est in it, unknown in past years. It is the 
paper sought for,and pre-eminently the paper, 
and the only one, which reflects from its teem- 
ing columns, anything like a friendly feeling 
toward our people, their best interests and the 
welfare of the State generally. No paper pub- 
lished in your city has manifested even a 
kindly spirittoward usand our grand State 
since the war ended; much less informed the 
thousands ot readers ot the 
boundless resources and wonderful 
capabilities which are here visible.

Here we have un 
surpassed educational facilities, first-class 
ministerial talent in every pulpit, church 
edifices costing immense sums of money 
wholesale and jobbing houses which wou a 
compare favorably with those of much 
more pretentious cities in older States. 
We have two well equipped fire departments, 
manned by as brave and skillful men as can 
be found anywhere. Our system of water- 
works is complete in all respects. We have 
many miles of street railway, enabling one to 
traverse the entire city, in elegant easy cars. 
More track is now being laid,new surveys being 
made, and when the contemplated extension 
of this street railway system shall have been 
completed, no city will be better supplied 
than Austin. 

ITS HOTELS 
are numerous, capacious and well kept. Many 
of them are brilliantly illuminated every night 
and on dark, cloudy days by electric light. 
Streets are well lighted all over the city every 
nighs, and the belated cit#en nds no diffi- 
culty in reaching his door On the darkest 
night. He has but little to fear, so far as the 
question of finding his home is concerned; 
provided he can manage to escape the storms 
of wrath anc vengeance liabie to be provoked 
by his presence within. Our lawyers, judges,

Congress avenue, the 
handsomest thoroughfare and driveway in the 
State, leads directly from the massive iron 
bridge which spans the Colorado northward 
to the beautiful elevation upon which the new 
State Capitol is under process of construction, 
Here the avenue stops abruptly, only to con- 
tinue from the north side of this poss 
structure, which when completed will aggre- 

ate a net cost of more than six millions of 

ollars. Its outer walls are being made of red 
granite, foundin Burnet County, about sixty 
miles northwest from Austin, in inexhaustible 
quantities.

For instructions in this branch 
the best talent procurable in or out ofthe 
state is secured, regardless of cost. In these 

epartments and other parts ofthe building 
may be seen twelve pianos and five organs, 
including one pipe organ which cost $500. 
The pipe organ is pumped by water power, 
and sends forth the most rapturous strains 
of music. On entering this school every eye is 
critically examined by skilled oculists, and not 
infrequently opérations are performed which 
restore sight and the patient is sent off to the

THE KENTUCKY DERBY. 


Recital of the Struggles on the Louisville 
Course Since 1875. 


The inaugural meeting of the Louisville 
Jockey Club was held in the spring of 1875, 
when the first Kentucky Derby wasrun. Since 
then the race has elmost become a national 
affair and has been looked forward to by 
turfmen in all parts of the country as an 
event in which the sensational, or best 3- 
year-olds of the year, would show up, in 
many instances the winner selling fora large 
price. The first Derby was won by the late 


Price McGrath’s chestnut colt -Aris- 
tides, by Leamington—Sarong, in 2:37%, the 
best time ever made by a8-year-old for that 
distance up to that date. He beat a field of 
fifteen starters, among them such noted ones 
as Volcano, Verdigris, Bob Wooley and the 
great Ten Broeck. They finished after the 
winner in the order named above. Aristides 
was afterward known as the red horse, and 
his career, until retired, was a brilliant one. 
He is now owned by J. Lucas Turner, and is 
doing stud duty on the Kinloch breeding 
farm, a few miles from this city. 

In 1876 Mr. Wm. Astor’s b. g. Vagrant capt- 
ured the prize, after a hard * le, in 2: : 
beating Creedmore, Harry Hill and eight 
others. 

In 1877 Mr. D.Swigert’s Australian—Lavender 
colt, Baden-Baden, carried off the honors and 
the money in 2:38 against a field of eleven. 
The winner was sold a few days after to Mr. 
Wm. B. Astor of New York for the handsome 
sum of $12,000and an interest in his stake 
winnings. The colt, unfortunately, a short 
time after the transfer went amiss and was 
lost to the turf. 

The chestnut colt, Day Star, by Star Davis— 

ueeze Em, finished first for the prize in 
1878 in 2:37%, with Himyar and Leveller close 


up. 

Th 1879 Geo. W. Darden’s Pat Malloy— 
Wenonah colt Lord Murphy finished in front 
of the renowned Falsetto, Strathmore third, in 
2:37, the fastest time in which the stake had 
ever been run, which was looked upon as re- 
markabie from the fact that the winner had 
falien to his knees during the progress of the 
race. A short time later Lord Murphy won the 
Lindell Hotel stakes, a mile heat race over the 
Cote Brillante track, beating Good Night, 
Gabriel and three others. The first heat was 
taken by Good Night in 2:42%, but that good 
son of Enquirer was compelled to succumb to 
the Derby winner. 

In 1880 the weights were raised from 100 to 
106 pounds. This year saw but five starters 
out of forty-seven subscribers, and the prize 
was captured by Fonso,a son ot King Alfonso— 
Weatherwitch, in 2.37%, Capt. Cottrell’s Buck- 
den colt, Kimball, finishing second.
